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ment of God, haue fared with that vahappy 
hand, which ſhould haue kindled that fatal! fre. 
Rather (I ſay) than it ſhould haue beene able to 
haue effe ed ſodiſaſterous anation,God would 
haue made it, inthe _ aQ& of putting forth 
it ſelfe,like the haud of infamous leroboam. Thus

O thou man, that in fighting a- 
gainſtthe Church, doeſt by the ſame meanes fight 
alſo againſt God, how canſt thou looke to preuaile 
in ſo audacious an enterpriſe > Thou mayeſt doe 
well to ſpare thy labour, and not to trouble thy 
ſelfe in vaine, as we ſee of late the Popiſh Tra» 
tors haue done, becauſe they fought againſt God, 
who was on the ſide of the Parliament Houſe, and 
was notonely preſent jn, but alſo the Preſident of 
that honourable Councell, and therefore they were 
no more able to blow vp that lower Paliament 
Houſe here beneath, and Gods Lieutenant there- 
in, than that vpper Parliament Houſe of Angels and 
Saints in heauen,and God himſelte fitting as King 
in the middeſt thereof, 

Neither ſhould this onely daunt vs from figh:- 
ing again( , but alſodraw vs on to fight for Iſrael ;! 
for hee that is' not with Chriſt, is againſt him. Oths, 
when he ſaw his ſide the weaker,and going tothe 
walles, counſclled his ſouldiers to prouide for 
their ſafety, by hying them to the winner. It were

glory in the duft , and ſhall they any longer be ſuf 
tered by vs to obſcure the Glory and Goſpetof God, 
by perucrting and poyſoning the ſoules of men 
with their damnable dodrines ?

Thirdly, God thus deferreth his helpe to the 
very laſt pinch, that then being the more ſweer 
vnfo vs,by reaſon of our greater need, it might al- 
ſo be the more welcome, and entertained with 
greater thankefulnes. 

Fourthly, that we might haue the better proofe 
and ſounder experience of that Faith and Hope 
which we profeſſe our-ſclues to have, inourpeace 
and ſecurity : for ſudden extremity is the beſt 
triall hereof: for, as in ſudden feare the blowd ga- 
thers to the hear; to guard it ; ſo the powers of 
the ſoule in like caſe , doe inlike ſort combine 
chemſelues, that they may bee caſily iudged of, 
The worldly man, diſtraught with theſe vnlooked 
forexigents, ſhewes his i to be but as the fps. 
dcr5 web * the true Chriſtian finding his heart ſet- 
ledand eſtabliſhed with the peace of God,appro- 
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ueth his hope tobe thar lively hope, which maketh 
net alhamed. 

Fiftly,that with Pae/, bhauing receined the ſentence 
of death inour ſelues,we might learne with the ſame 


vs from the dead z, and withdrawing our eye from 
all other things,might ſay with David, Should 1 not 
lift wp mine eyes to the monntaines , from whence my 
helpe commeth ? comforting our ſelues in the Lord our 
God,as the ſame David did, being ready tobe ſto- 
ned ; and ſaying with ehoſaphat : O Lord, wee know 
not what to doe; but our eyes are vnto thee, Forwhen 
all humane hopes and helpes faile, thenis the 
helpe of God at hand.

Loe, how he crakes;marke how he 
exalteth & dignifieth himſelfe.But in 2rve rhankſ- 
giving, all the Glory muſt bee aſcribed ro God 
which cannot be wel done, without the v1/if5ing of 
our ſelues, Hence confeſsion of ſins is called the gi- 
winz of eloryto God, Toſbua calling vpon Achan to 
confeſſe his fin,ſaid : My ſon,gine glory to God. And 
Ezraprouoking the 1/-aelites tothe like duty,faid, 
Yee hae treſpaſſed againſt the Lord, &c, now therefore 
ginepraiſe tothe Lord, Therefore we ſhall ſee how 
the holy Men, inpraiſfing God for his mercies, 
have praiſed him 1n this manner. Dasidgiuin 
thankes for that gracious promiſe of eſtabliſhing 
the kingdome in his houſe, Zord( ſaithhe) who am 
I, or what is my fathers houſe ? And in the Pſalmes 
magnifying Gods glory 1n the rich furniture of 
the whole world for mans vſe, Lord (ſaith he)whar 
s man, that thou ſhouldeſt thus remember him ? Hee 
thought he could not ſufficiently amplify & mag- 
nifie Gods glory, but by extenuating aud miniſh- 
ing, yea, wholly depreſsing of mans. It then,in a 
right manner wee would thanke God for this our 
late deliuerance,we muſt with humble hearts ac- 
knowledge our ovne deſert, not onely of the danger 
we were in,but alſoof the evillit ſelſe, whe

"There remaineth yet a third ation,to make vp 
this duty of thankſgiuing,and that is, whento the 
wverball thankeſgiuiug of our lips wee toyne the reall 
thankeſeining of our lines, by the renued obedience 
thereof glorifying his name. Otherwiſe our /ip- 
labour is loft-labour and in vaine, if yer loſt onely 
| and in vaine,and not alſo bringing much lofle and 
dammage vnto vs, as being 4 fearefull taking of his 
holy Name inwvaine, which hee may not ict goe vn- 
puniſhed. 

This praiſing of God with our /ixes, iscither 
when the corruptions of our life are ſacrificed, which 
is : Mortification, that excbarifticall ſacrifice the A- 
poſtle meaneth, Ro.12.1.orour lite it ſelfe, which 
1s martyradome, called by S. Paul a ſacrifice. And 
ſurely no other ſacrifice can it be than of thanke(- 
| giuing. And no better ſacrifice of this kinde can 
| there be than this,wherein we may ſeeme to make 
' ſome ſhewoflike retribation; for whereas God 
hath giuen vs his Sons body andbloud, wherefrom 
as out of a fountaineall other mercies ſpring , here 
inmartyrdome, for this we returne vnto God the 
Euchariſticall (acrifice,ot our owne body and bloxd. 

But of this kinde of praiſing God with ozr lives, 
I meane not to ſpeake at this time, as not being fo 
pertinent toour preſent purpoſe, Therefore to re- 
turne vntothe former kind of praiſing God with 
dur lives, not martyred by perſecutors, but worti- 
fied by the Spirit, with our lines (I ſay) refined and 
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reformed, we ſbal find how euery where the Sctip- 
| ture beats vpon it,as aneſſentiall and principal part 
of thankeſgiuinz, The queſtion is made 1n one 
Pſalme concerning the thankfull man,W#hocanex- 
preſſe the noble als ofthe Lord, and ſet forth all his 
praiſe? the anſwer is made in the words following, 
Bleſſed ave they that keepe indgement and do righteonſly. 
As if hee ſhould ſay, Noxe are able to render con» 
d1gne praiſe wnts the Lord : but if any come neere 
it, it s they that leade a holy and wpright life. SO Ex- 
ratothe Iſraelites, Ginepraiſe to the Lord, But how 
mult that be done »do his will put away your ftirange 
wi#es.S0 the Plalmiſt Frei waiteth for God in Soy. 
Yea, but what is this praiſe? To thee the vow ſhall be | - 
pe! formed, which ſpecially is to bee vnderſtood of 
the merall wow of wew obediemwce, As alſothat of 
lona,, 1will ſacrifice with the voyce of thankjgiuine : 
I will pay that I hawe vowed. Amongſt men nowa- 
dayes this promiſe, 7 wilibe thankefull,is vnderſtood 
as well of the rhankefulnefſe ofthe purſe, of Mony- 
thankfulnes as Month-thankſulnes. The which inter- 
pretation and expeQation of thank fulnes, though 
it be not approueadle (forthe moſt part) among 
men, yet God, when we promiſe thankfulneſle, 
may 1uſtly expe, beſides this wo-/aly,alſoan aT7u- 
all thanktulnes,the offering the calves of ourhanas, 
3s of our /ips, rhe paying,though not of mony, yet 
of our vowes, ſpecially the wow of owr Baptiſme. 
Otherwiſe God wil account vs ſomuch the more | 
vathankfall, by how much we exceed, in our 
verball thankſgizing; for herein we adde'vnto wn- 
| thankefwlnes (odious cnough of it ſelfe ) hyporriſee, | 

enat 
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that is more odious;& not being content in being 
iniuriows to God,in denying him his right,we will 
alſobe contumelious in making faire of giuing ir,
